THE BEST.-ARGUMENT IN FAVOR 
OF PROVINCIAL CONTROL OF RESOURCES. 

By the Wilson tariff cancellation of the duty on 
lumber, there is offered to Canadian  lumbermen 
unhampered access to the market of ninety million 
people South of the line. 

From the Canadian lumberman’s point of view 
the provision for free entry for lumber into United 
States will be welcomed as furnishing an oppor- 
tunity for a larger and better market; bul from the 
Canadian national point of view the provision can 
work out beneficially only upon condition that Can- 
ada protects and conserves her forests. 

Through an insane policy of wastefulness and 
destructiveness, United States has already wiped 
out her forest wealth, Canada has now the only 
reserves of timber upon the continent. Properly 
conserved, these reserves may be made io supply 
the needs of the continent for all time to come. But 
Sf the Dominion government and the governments 
cf those provinces which control their timber fail 
to rise to the occasion, Canada will be denuded of 
limber more rapidly than was the United States. 

European countries have realized the import- 
ance of farming their timber. In Germany, timber 
limits are plantations from which only ripe trees 
are taken and a fire in a national forest is right- 
fully regarded as a national calamity. Canada has 
no such realization of the value of the trees, and 
Canadian forests are stripped clean by the lum- 
herman or are allowed to burn without considera- 
tron of the loss which such destruction entails to 
the nation. In Alberta alone there has been more 
timber destroyed by fire than would have paid the 
national debt, yel the federal authorities, from the 
distant viewpoint of Ottawa, evince no realization 
of what this means in Joss of wealth and industry to 
this province. 

Were these timber resources in the hands of 
the government of Alberta, as they properly should 
be, there is not the slightest shadow of doubt that 
the provincial authorities would provide the regu- 
Jitious necessary to conserve the forest stretches of 
the north country and the foothills so that they 
would increase in productiveness instead of being 
qenuded of timber, cuaranteeing thereby a perman- 
ent source of tremendous wealth for the province 
which would cost the province nothing but which 
would furnish the province with a live and increas- 
Ingly-valuable industry through the proper handling 
of (hese resources,

PORTENTIOUS TIMES IN THE 
TRANSPORTATION BUSINESS. 

Eighty thousand railwaymen in United States 
ask advances in wages which will tolal eighteen 
million dollars increase in the payrolls of the trans- 
portation systems of the country 

Stock-watering in United States railroading has 
brought the transportation business to a pass where 
the railways have long since ceased to be able to 
meet depreciation and at the same time pay divi- 
dends. Depreciation grows like compound inter- 
est and this snowball has been rolling down hill in 
United States railroading for years. Every dollar 
skimped frem maintenance means that many dol- 
jars will have to be put in by somebody, sometime, 
to make the depreciation good. 

No less an authority than James J. Hill de- 
clares that to bring the railways of the country up 
to the standard required by the demands upon their 
services would already cost eighteen billion dollars. 

Coupled with this demand upon the railways 
comes the demand for the increase in wages. Rail: 
road managers claim that to grant the demands 
upon the present freight rates will be to create de- 
ficits, thereby rendering billions of dollars of stock 
valueless and precipitating a panic. The railways 
have asked, and been refused; the privilege to in- 
crease their rates, The alternative is a strike, in 
which the system of private ownership of railways 
may collapse. At any rate, these be portentious 
times, so far as the railway business is concerned. 


BLAME FOR LEVEL CROSSINGS 
RESTS UPON THE CITY, 

In the matter of the subways misconception can 
be avoided by recognizing that in the railway 
scheme of things the important consideration is 
whether level crossings are cheaper for the rail- 
ways and how long the public will stand for them. 
Protection of human life, as the railways see it, 
is a matter to be looked after by the representi- 
iives of the public. What protection the - public 
gets at the expense of the railways can be had by 
taking it away from the railways by whatever pro- 
cess is available. 

In other words, before the railways can be 
brought into an arrangement to meet their share 
of the cost of the subways they may be expected 
to engineer every delay that the city’s lack of in- 
tensity of purpose will permit, 

Such being the case, progress toward the pro- 
tection of human life at the level crossing must 
come through the cify’s action. The city’s case has 
been lying dormant for months. Under the cir- 
cunistances, to blame the railways is childish. The 
lace where the blame properly rests is upon the 
shoulders of those whose business it has been to

The route proposed by the Edmon- 
ton Interurban Co. is from the pre- 
sent terminus on Brandon avenue, 
Calder, west along the said avenue to 
Twenty-seventh strect, thence south to 
Alberta avenue, thence east on Alber- 
ta avenue to Twenty-fourth street to 
connect with the dmonton street rail- 
way at that point.

BALL SHOW DECIDED SUPERIORITY OVER GIANTS 
AND WIN FIRST GAME BY SCORE OF 6 TQ 4 


Both Teams Secure Same Number of Hits, but Mack’s Men 
Bunch Them, Driving Marquard and Crandall From the 
Mound—“Home Run” Baker, Hero of 1911 Series, Gets 
Another Home Run With Man On Base. 


New York, Oct. 8—Outhitting and 


outfielding the New York Giants in the 
opening game of the worl1's series the 
Vhiladelphia Athletics  dereated the 
National league representatives at the 
Polo grounds yesterday afternoon by 
a score of 6 runs to 4. So complete 
was the supremacy of the American 
league champions in the initial con- 
test that the victory appeared to be 
but a continuation of the series of 
1911, when the Athletics won the title 
of that year from the Giants by four 
games out of six. As if to heighten 
the illusion, there were several feature 
plays that might have been re-pro- 
duced, so closely did they resemble 
those of 24 months ago. 

The game was witnessed by a gath- 
ering of spectators that taxed the ca- 
pacity of the New York club stadium 
and swelled the coffers of those finan- 
cially interested to the extent — of 
more than $76,000. The exact num- 
ber of fans who paid admission. to the 
seats was 386,291, and the day's re- 
ceipts amounted to $75,255. These fig- 
ures, as furnished by the National 
Commission, “occasioned surprise, for 
the attendance fell short by more than 
2,000 of that of the first game of 1911, 
although so far as could be seen where 
appeared to be just as many persons 
present as was the case two years ago. 
Certainly the scenes, both inside and 
outside the baseball arena, equalled 


those of any preceding world’s series, | 


so far as the gathering was coneern- 
ed. Including those who witnessed 
the game in oflicial capacity, the at- 
tendance crossed the 49,990 mark, and 
fully half that number failed to pain 
aecess to the park. So graat were the 
throngs that surrovuded the Polo 
grounds that it was necessary to call 
out the police reserves--and~ discon- 
tinue the elevated railway ‘service to 
the ground gates in order’ that the 
crowds should not be augmented and 
get beyond the control of the police. 

Mueh as the local) contingent of 
fandom was chagrined at the defeat of 
the Giants, there were none who could 
mainsay the right of the Athletics to 
the fruits of vietory in the opening 
clash of the 19138 championship ser- 
fes, The Mack men went about their 
task in a bussinesslike manner, and 


before two hours had passed, demon- | 


strated that for the day at least they 
were the better team, They outbat- 
ted the Giants, driving both Marquard 
and Crandall from the 
fusilades of long hits whieh quickly 
necounted for runs, In- flelding, 
the standard bearers of the American 
league outshone the representatives of 
the - older association, Mach team 
rathered 11 hits from. the rival twirl- | 
ers, but the Athletics’ drives were} 
more timely and of greater length. The! 
Giants gathered 12 bases from. their 
11 hits, while the Athletics’ total was 
20. The breaks that occurred in” the 
Nelding tested the mettle of the Phila- 
delphia club to a greater extent than 
the New York players, for with few 
exceptions the Athletics’ ehances were 
harder than those that were offered 
the Giants Infield and ontfield, 

It was centre flelder Shater’s 
Judging of Schang’s drive to deep cen- 
tre that really paved the way for the 
Athletics’ vietory, It was one of few 
hard chances offered Giant — fielders 
duving the game, and when Shafer 
failed to gauge the flight of the ball 
the Athleties seized the opening and 
took the lead, never to be headed.

McInnis in the lone double play of the 
game, which stopped short a Giant

Collins, however, had 
on the hero's glory, for John Franklin 
Baker and Chief Bender did yeoman 
work that entitled them to recognition

whole, seldom touched the high spots 
of sensational playing, the scenes inci- 
dentally to the gathering of the spec. 
tators were worthy of*Yeproduction by 
the brush of a great artist. The flock- 
ing of the fans began at midnight 
Monday and as the-hours of darkness 
jslipped away and dawn changed into 
the gray light of a sunless. day the 
jWailing lines grew from- hundreds to 
thousands until when the gates were 
jopened at 9 o'clock there were fully 
5,000 of the faithful in the fast rush 
for the choice seats in the unreseryed 
sections of the stands and bleachers. 

From that hour on all New York ap- 
jpenred to he migrating to the grounds, 
jAL 1 o'clock every seat hud been sold 
and still the wave of fans beat upon 
jthe fences and entrances of the grounds 
{until the management was obliged to 
jeall ypon city authorities for help in 
holding the disappointed thousands in 
cheek. 

Once the gates rolled back the stands 
jtook on a scene of animation that was 
jstartling so quick was the transfor- 
mation from tiers of wooden seats to 
rows of bobbing liumanity. The spec- 
tators swermed into the various stands 
and bleavhers in steady streams, roll- 
fing in from dozens of entrances in! 
long black lines that grew in volume 
as the hands of the great clock ame 
the bleachers crept round to the hour} 
when the umpires should call taht 
magie signal “play ball.”

The Athletics ap- 
peared to have almost as many sup- 
porters> present as the Glants, .and 
their appearance and eye succeeded 
brilliant play elicited’ “as “much ap- 
plause as did those. for the home team. 
The same conditions: ‘prevailed. all 
through the game. The cowbells and 
horns of former years were rot in evi- 
dence and the taunts of rabid fans 
were few and far between, The game 
was witnessed and appreciated in a 
sane manner, and winner and _ loser 
alike reaped the just reward of their 
efforts.

Strunk sent alittle 
grounder to Marauard who neaded of 
Baker at third, Herzog taking the 
throw. Then Barry, the Nghtest hit- 
ter of the Athletics’ infield, ripped a 
two base hit down the left field foul 
line, which placed Strunk on. third, 
Both of them: scored on Schang’s tre- 
mendous three base drive to deep 
centre fleld, It appeared as tf Shafer 
had misjudged the ball. He started in, 
then stopped, and the ball struck the 
fingers of his left hand and rolled on 
toward the centre fleld stand. The 
Philudelphia players threw up sweaters 
and bats in the atr and otherwise 
showed their pleasure in drawing two 
runs ahead of their old rivals. Bender 
ended the inning, getting out Marquard 
to Merkle, New York opened its 
fourth inning  auspiciously, Burns 
slamming a double down the left field 
line, but he was run down when Ben- 
der stopped Herzog's grounder. Bender 
threw to Baker, who tossed the ball to 
Collins, and the latter shot it back to 
Baker, .who touched. Burns out near 
second base, Herzog, in the meantime, 
had sprinted to second base, where he 
was left, as Murray struck out and 
Meyers sent a high fly to Oldring. 
The fifth inning brought more fame 
to ‘Home Run" Baker, both Murphy 
and Oldring being thrown out at first 
by Marquard, .- who got’ their easy 
grounders; Collins worked Marquard 
for the first base on balls of the game 
and ‘promptly stole second; with two 
out and Collins on second, exactly the 
same situation as obtained in Phila- 
delphia two years ago, when Baker hit 
Marquard for a home run, presented 
itself, The crowd was quiet as the 
wonderful long distance hitter stepped 
to the plate. He let two balls go by 
him and then opened his shoulders as 
the next one came down, there was a
